On arriving 
at this pjint the boat anchors itself, and 
at the same moment a hook and line are 
projected. 
The boat contains a battery 


and .in electro- magnetic apparatus which 
is srt in action by the closing of the cir- 
cuit , this being effected by the slightest 
pressure upon the hook produced by the 
fish in the act of taking the bait. 
The 


circuit being thus closed, the fish is 
inst mtly hauled into the boat, a bell being 
run^ at the same moment to signify that 
a capture has been made. 
The boat is 


then drawn to shore by means of a cord 
connecting it with the bank. 


Scotch whiskey has been administered 


with complete success to certain small 
fish in a private aquarium in London. 
The majority of the fish became sluggish, 
and, after a lingering illness, died. The 
last few occupants of the tank were 
i.ei/1 d with dull symptoms, and in order 
to try an experiment strictly original, the 
owner of the creatures took a small 
earthenware tube, and gave to each of 
the fishes a few drops of good Scotch 
if hiskc) nect. They immediately showed 
signs of great activity and swam about 
in the most natural way, and are now to 
all appearances completely cured.

In the 
next August the National Convention of 
the same party called the war a failure, 
and demanded an immediate cessation of 
hostilities. 
Such was the Democratic 


process of "saving the Union."—Boston 
Journal-

PROHIBITION IH MADTE. 


EDITOR GAZETTE :—Your Boston cor- 


respondent, in his letter under date Aug- 
ust 24th, flippantly pronounces "prohibi- 
tion in Maine a failure." in the following 
language: 


"Prohibition, advocated ther* by the 


Republican party and fougnt against by 
the Democracy, has had a full und fair 
trial, the result, however, proving that 
prohibitory legislation has had but little 
effect in lessening the fearful curse ; for 
liquor can be bought openly in many 
places, and cities like Portland report a 
larger number of arrests for drunken- 
ness, in proportion to population, than 
cities in which license is granted." 


Evidently your correspondent has some 


things to learn, the most immediately 
apparent of which is, that in writing for 
the public eye he should be sure of his 
facts; and just as evidently he has in 
this case not only not sought the facts, 
but has carefully avoided the recognition 
of such as were conspicuoulsy before him. 
That prohibition in Maine is not a failure 
is sufficiently shown by the 
following 


authorities, that must be satisfactory to 
anyone, and particularly to your over- 
zealous Republican correspondent of the 
Hub. Ex-Governor Dingley, in a publi- 
cation upon the subject, says: 


"So interested in our prohibition policy 


has become the whole country, that not 
only the Boston papers, but even the 
New York Times and Tribune have 
joined in the cry that prohibition is a 
failure in Maine. The fact that our pro- 
hibitory system has stood in our statutes 
since 1851, with the exception of two 
years when license was tried in its place, 
and has steadily increased in popularity, 
until no party dares to go before the pub- 
lic on the issue of its repeal, is conclusive 
evidence that the great body of the peo- 
ple of Maine, who have had the best op- 
portunity to judge of its practical work- 
ings, believe that it is the most efficient 
legal policy ever devised as a supplement 
of moral agencies in dealing with the 
evils arising from the use and sale of in- 
toxicating liquors. No one claims that 
it can entirely extirpate the dram-shop 
any more than the laws prohibiting and 
punishing theft or murder can uproot 
those crimes. 


Our prohibitory laws have unquestiona- 


bly aided materially in creating a better 
public sentiment in the matter of the use 
md sale of intoxicating liquors than ex- 
ists in any State which has a license law. 
Whatever is prohibited by law, either 
directly or indirectly, is thereby deprived 
of a certain appearance of respectability 
which attaches to everything that is un- 
der legal protection. 
:'Prohibition has stopped effectually 


the manufacture of distilled and fer- 
mented liquors in Maine. In 1830, when 
our population was less than two-thirds of 
what it is to-day, there were thirteen dis- 
tilleries in this State, which manufactured 
over two gallons of rum to each inhabi- 
tant, nearly all of which was consumed 
in the State. To-day there is not a sin- 
gle distillery or brewery in Maine. 


"Prohibition has well-nigh stopped the 


traffic in intoxicating liquors in the rural 
districts of Maine. Forty-five years ago 
all the country taverns had open bars, and 
all the country stores sold intoxicating 
liquors as freely as molasses or calico. 
Fur example, the town of Durham, with 
less than 1,500 inhabitants, had in 1832 
seven licensed grog-shops. 
To-day there 


is not a drop of liquor sold in town. 
Ueadfield had in 1832 seven open bars, 
at which were sold 2,300 gallons of spirits 
annually. Now none is sold to be used 
as a beverage. 
Minot (then including 


Auburn), with a population of 2,903 in 
1833 had thirteen grog-shops. Now these 
towns, with a population of 10,000, have 
not a single place where liquor is known 
to be sold as a beverage. 


"Fifty years ago, even in our rural dis- 


tricts, nearly every male drank liquor. 
Liquors were kept in most of the houses 
to treat callers. Nobody thought of hav- 
ing company or a raising without a sup- 
ply of ardent spirits. 
At musters and 


other public gatherings drunkenness and 
drunken affrays were common. Now, 
three-fourths of the males in the rural 
districts are total abstinents, and the 
practice of keeping liquors in houses to 
treat callers has practically ceased. 


"It is difficult to obtain reliable statis- 


tics of the extent to which the surrepti- 
tious sale of liquors is still carried on in 
Maine. Some of the enemies of prohi- 
bition claim that a million and a quarter 
dollars' worth are sold here annually. 
But allowing even this, and we have $2 
per inhabitant now against $25 per in- 
habitant forty years ago, and $16 per in- 
habitant as the average for the Union to- 
day. This shows that not more than one- 
tenth as much liquor, proportionally, is 
consumed in Maine as there was forty 
years ago, and not more than one-eighth 
as much as in the country at large to-day. 


"On this point the revenue collected 


by the United States from the manufac- 
ture and sale of intoxicating liquors in 
Maine, in comparison with that collected 
in license States, sheds some light. Pro- 
hibitory Maine has about the same popu- 
lation as license New Jersey: yet the 
liquor tax in the former State is only 
three cents per inhabitant, while in the 
latter State it is $2.40, and in the coun- 
try at large $1.83. In reply to the asser- 
tion that tobacco and opium-eating are 
taking the place of liquor-drinking in 
Maine, we may mention that the tobacco 
tax paid by Maine is only seventeen 
cents per inhabitant, while the average 
for the country is $1 per inhabitant; and 
that opium eating is far less prevalent 
here than in other Eastern States." 


Governor Perham writes: "In regard 


to the effect of the Maine law upon the 
liquor trade of the State, I think it is 
safe to say that it is very much less than 
before the enactment of the law—proba- 
bly not one-tenth as large. In some 
places liquor is sold secretly in violation 
of law, as many other offences are com- 
mitted against the statutes and the peace 
and good order of society; but in large 
districts of the State the liquor traffic is 
nearly or quite unknown, where formerly 
it was carried on like .any other trade." 


The Hon. W. P. Frye, member of Con- 


gress from the Lewiston district, and ex- 
Attorney-General of Maine, also (1872) 
writes: "I can and do from my own 
personal observation .unhesitatingly af- 
firm that the consumption of intoxicating 
liquors in-Maine is not to-day one-fourth 
so great as it was twenty years ago; that 
in the country portions of the State the 
sale and use have almost entirely ceased; 
that the law itself, under a vigorous en- 
forcement of its provisions, has created a 


•temperance sentiment which is marvel 
lous, and to which opposition is powerless 
In my opinion, our remarkable ^empcr 
ance reform of to-day is the legitlnmti 
child of the law."

ably less in Maine." 


the Hon. Hannibal Hamlin, United 


States Senator and ex-Vice President of 
the United States, writes : "I concur in 
the statements made by Mr. Frye. In 
the great good produced by the Prohibi- 
tory Liquor Law of Maine no man can 
doubt who lias seen its result. It has 
been of immense value." 


The Hon. John A. Peters, the Hon. 


John Lynch, and the Hon. Eugene Hale, 
members of Congress from Maine, sub- 
stantiate the foregoing testimony. 


The Hon. Ucnjamin Kingsbury, Mayor 


of Portland in 1872, and four ex-Mayors, 
concur in a statement concerning the 
diminution of the liquor traffic in the 
State of Maine, and in the city of Port- 
land in particular, that "as the result of 
the adoption of the policy of prohibition, 
we have to say the traffic has fallen off 
very largely. 
In relation to that there 


cannot possibly be any doubt. Many per- 
sons with the best means of judging be- 
lieve the liquor trade now is not one-tenth 
as large as it was formerly. . . . The 
diminution of the trade is very great, and 
the favorable effects of the policy of pro- 
hibition are manifest to the most casual 
observer." 


Other city officials of Portland—judges, 


City Clerk, Treasurer and others—testify 
that the liquor trade is greatly dimin- 
ished, and is "not one-tenth of what it 
was prior to the adoption of the Maine 
Law." 


Twelve well-known clergymen of Port- 


land, representing the Congregational, 
Baptist, Protestant Episcopal, Methodist 
Episcopal, Unitarian and Universalist 
churches, in 187'2 unite in the declaration 
that the trade in intoxicating liquors lias 
been greatly reduced by the Maine Law. 
They say: "In this city the quantity 
sold now is but a small fraction of what 
we remember the sales to have been, and 
we believe the results are the same, or 
nearly so, throughout the State. If the 
trade exists at all here, it is carried on 
with secrecy and caution, as other unlaw- 
ful practices are." 


Hon. William S. Putnam, ex-JIayor of 


Portland, a Democrat, and opposed to 
prohibition, says: "I must in candor 
state that the rural portions are and have 
been in an infinitely better condition, 
with reference to the sale and use of such 
liquors, than similar portions of other 
States, and are and have been compara- 
tively free from the sale and use; and 
this must fairly be considered the result 
of prohibitory legislation. The law is 
probably enforced even in large towns 
and cities as thoroughly at least as any 
other penal statute." 


Hon. Walcott Hamlin, Supervisor of 


Internal Revenue, says: " 1 have no 
hesitation in saying that the beer trade is 
not more than one per cent of what I re- 
member it to have been, and the trade in 
distilled liquors is not more than ten per 
cent of what it formerly was." 


"The Overseers of the Poor of Port- 


land, Hon. John Bradford, chairman, 
unite, 187J, 5n saying : "If liquor-shops 
exist at all in this city, it is with secrecy 
and great caution, and the same thing is 
true generally throughout the State. The 
favorable effect of this policy is very evi- 
dent, particularly in the department of 
pauperism and crime; while the popula- 
tion of the city increases, pauperism and 
crime diminish; and in the department 
of the police the number of arrests and 
commitments is very much less than for- 
merly." 


General Row, who is known as "the 


father of Maine Law," himself corrobo- 
rates these testimonies. In 1853 he 
wrote: "At the time of the enactment 
of the law, rwmselling was carried on 
openly in all parts of the State. In Port- 
land there wore between three and four 
hundred rum shops, and immediately 
after the enactment of the law, not one. 
The wholesale trade in liquors was at 
once annihilated. 
In Portland large 


numbers of men were reformed. Temp- 
tations to intemperance; were in a great 
measure removed out of the path of the 
young and inexperienced." 


'The last report of the Attorney-Gen- 


ral of Maine," says the Lewiston Journal, 
"gives us some interesting statistics of 
the decrease of crime in this State, grow- 
ingout of prohibition and its enforcement. 
During the year 1866, the prison, jail and 
reform-schools received 204 criminals. 
The number sentenced in 1807 was 157 ; 
in 1868, 114; in 1869,189; in 1870, 
150; in 1871, 1852; and in 1872, only 
100. 
Estimating the average of commit- 


ments for the seven years under review, 
we find it 152." 


By the foregoing extracts it is shown 


that, as a result of prohibitory legislation, 
the manufacture of liquors, formerly two 
gallons per year to each man, woman and 
child in the State, is now entirely sup- 
pressed. That the sale of liquors is 
clearly reduced to about ten per cent of 
its former volume; that the practice of 
keeping liquors in the house, formerly 
almost universal, has now practically 
ceased; and that while nearly every male 
inhabitant formerly drank liquor, now 
three-fourths of them are total abstinents. 
That, accepting the statement of the 
anti-prohibitionists as to the value of 
liquors sold in the State, it gives two 
dollars per annum as against sixteen dol- 
lars as the average of the United States. 
That the liquor tax is three cents per 
head as against $2.40 in New Jersey, and 
$1.83 the average of the country. That 
as a result of'the decreased use of liquor 
the use of tobacco has also decreased to 
an astonishing degree,—the tobacco tax 
being seventeen centi per head, while 
that of the whole country is one dollar. 
That, as a farther result, the jails and 
poor-houses are, most of them, closed, 
and such as are open have but few in- 
mates,—the entire number of convictions 
for crime in the State being an average 
of 152 per year for six years, or, proba- 
bly, not many more than in tbe county of 
Bucks. 
If this is failure, the other 


States should at once adopt prohibitor; 
laws, in order to secure a siniiLr failure

There alone, in all the world, 
an the tired man and the balm of sym- 
lathy. There he has his books and can 
tudy in peace if he will. There he en- 
oys the riches of his splendid flower- 
garden. In the domain of the women, 
with hills and vales and moon-touched 


:a before his eyes, he dreams away his 
ummcr evenings under the subtle spell 
>f nature. And here he meets the con- 
rolling influences of his life. 
The wo- 


nen of the harem, mother, sisters and 
rives, wait upon the man coming wearily 
lome from his struggle with life. They 
ire to him humble servants or merry 
:)nipaiiions, as his mood is. They please 
lim with his children, or leave him alone 
vith his books, at his behest. Sooner or 
liter, however, they assert their woman's 
iglit of talking on serious topics, and 
hen they have him at tlieir HKTC\. Now 
hcse women who make the home of the 
'urk are rarely his equals in mental ac- 
;uiremenls. 
No question of blood rules 


he selection of wives among the Turks. 
A women born in a mud hovel often rules 
n a pasha's palace. At the very best, 
'urkish women rarely have any education 


ond the primer. They believe in 


igns and wonders ; in the active agency 
f evil spirits: in the existence of a 
;rcat dragon who periodically attempts 
o swallow the moon : in charms and in- 
antations. In short, they are as super- 
titious as they can be after centuries of 
hereditary ignorance. But they arc posi- 
wive in opinion, and intolerant of opposi- 
tion. Moreover, tliey are above all things 
else, ardent and bigoted Mohammedans 


Such are the intellectual surroundings 


of the Turk during that part of his life 
which he loves. And when the women 
of his house turn the conversation upon 
public affairs, the poor man is helpless in 
their hands, because he knows the futility 
of logic in such discussion. 
Often a 


pasha meets at home a petition which he 
has refused in his office, and yielding to 
sheer importunity on the part of his wo- 
men, 
he rewards the sh-ewdncss of the 


man who has found means to invoke such 
aids. 
Often it has happened that the 


pasha disappoints an ambassabor, and vi- 
olates his promise to support a new meas- 
ure, because the women of his household 
object to the deviation from custom. He 
must, yield to his home circle, or break 
with them entirely. 
These women are 


under no influences by which their opin- 
ions may be changed. 
They live in a 


world of their own, and are entirely una- 
ware of an existence preferable to their 
own, 
and know nothing of that outside 


world to which they arc simply curiosities j 
of antique origin. 


This glance at the home life of the 


Turk and its influence upon him, leaves 
little to hope from the Turks in the direc- 
tion of voluntary abandonment of old 
systems and practices.—October Harper.

homes, which could not exist if foreign- 
ers were allowed to undersell our manu- 
facturers in our own markets. The main- 
tenance of this Protective System is vital 
to the interests of American working- 
men. 


This is so well understood by the men 


who work in shops, factories, furnaces 
and mines, that it is not necessary to ar- 
gue the question. 
No nfaii wantt to 


work for the wages paid in Kngland, Bel- 
gium and Germany. No man can do it 
in this country and support a family de- 
cently. 


We arc in the midst of a political

Now it is for the interest of 
every workingnmu to know how the great 
political parties of the country stand on 
the question of keeping up the protective 
system.

It tells him that high art preserves I'.s 
parallel line with that of nature, but that 
it rises high because nature, being a pro- 
cess, is necessarily incomplete.

Jefferson is not only an artist in the high- 
est sense of the word, but ho is such a 
bver of perfection in itself that he has 
surrcu-.ided himself by the most merito- 
rious help he could have procured.

John Drew, heading the list, was received 
with a storm of applause that would have 
bewildered any one not thoroughly identi- 
fied with MAS-. Malapmp. 
As every one 


knows, she could not help but make a 
star of the old lady.

Robinson's Sir Anthony and Mr. Maurice 
Barrymore's Captain Absolute were both 
ideal structures—studies of the English 
character; while Mr. Charles Waverly as 
Sir Lucius brought out the typical Irish 
gentleman. To say that the entire cast 
was worthy of Mr. Jefferson, and he of it, 
is to pay the highest form of compliment 
to both. A more delighted audience 
was never seen than that of last night, 
and the week promises to be one of pleas- 
ure and profit."
